The closing arguments on the motion for a 
pew trial in the Pennsylvania Railroad case, was 
made yesterday by E. A. Storrs, counsel for 
the plainiff, in the United States Circuit Court, 
before Judges Drummond and Blodgett.

The surprising unanimity with which the 
House of Representatives yesterday condemned 
Secretary Richardson's project for increased tax- 
ation, which is understood to have the support 
of the President, will gratify the country in the 
same degree that it will displease the Presi- 
dent and his “ haphazard” financial adviser. 
By a vote of 221 to 3, the House suspeaded the 
rules and passed a resolution declaring that the 
deficit in the Treasury creates no necessity 
either for an increase of taxation or an increase 
in the debt. The real remedy is to be found in 
economy in public expenditure. The House 
further declared its intention to reduce the 
appropriations and the public expenditure to 
the lowest possible point consistent with 3 
proper administration of public affairs. Imme- 
diately after this action, the rules were again 
suspended, and another resolution was adopted 
wituc ut a division, declaring still more explicitly 
that existing taxes were ample to meet all the 
necessary expenses of the Government, and 
that in no event should there be any increase of 
the debt, whether it bears interest or not.

The recent misunderstanding between the

The Convention a vote on each 
resolution, adopting them all except the one 
promigjng to abide by the decision of the Courts, 
which was rejected. 

Thus the battle was fought, and the conspir- 
ators were beaten, notwithstanding they had 
received thirty votes from their Northern allies. 
As soon as the vote was announced, the Alabama 
delegation announced their withdrawal or seces- 
sion from the Convention; and, during that and 
the subsequent day, they were followed by the 
delegations from Mississippi, Louisiana, South 
Carolina, Florida, Texas, Arkansas,—Mr. Filour- 
noy alone remaining, and declaring his devotion 
to the Union; two of the Delaware delegates, and 
Georgia in part. The remaining 506 ont of the 
606 original delegates then proceeded to ballot 
for a candidate for President. Each delegate 
had one-half a vote, and during the fifty-seven 
ballots that followed Jeff Davia received one 
vote; that is, the vote of two delegates, Ben 
Butler and Caleb Cushing. 

On the 3d of May, on motion of a delegate from 
Virginia, the Convention adjourned to meet in 
Baltimore on the 18th of June. Tie seceding 
delegates met in Charleston, adopted the Jeff 
Davis platform, and adjourned to meet in Rich- 
mond in June; the delegates, however, went to 
Baltimore, and took part in the wuabsequent 
Breckinridge Convention. 

The regular Convention met in Baltimore on 
the 18th of June, and was called to order by 
Caleb Cushing. Mr. Oushing stated the order 
in which things had been left at Charleston, 
ruling that the Convention there had adopted 
the minority platform as a substitate for the 
majority, but had not adopted it in fs amended 
form. This ruling created a profound sens 
tion, as it left the question of the plat- 
form open for further action. A fierce con- 
test then ensued on the admission of delegates 
to fill the vacancies caused by the secession 
at Charleston. Finally, the majarity voted to 
readmit such of the seceders as were present, 
and to admit other delegates in place of those 
absent. A grand fight was made over the case 
of Louisiana, and the Convention admitted the 
new delegates, Union men, beaded by Pierre 
Soule. The second battle having resulted in 
another defeat of the secessionists, a portion of 
the delegates from Virginia, North Carolina, 
Maryland, Tennessee, Delaware, Missouri, 
and Kentucky withdrew from the Con- 
vention; and, when this was done, Caleb 


signed the Presidency of the Convention, 
and vacated the chair, which was talen by 
Gov. Tod, of Ohio; whereupon Mr. Ben Butler 
announced that part of the Massachusetts dele- 
gation had determined to secede, and “he fol- 
lowed Cushing out of the hall. 
The seceders, including Butler, jdined by 
those who had seceded at Charleston, niet at the 
hall of the Maryland Institute, and chinse Caleb 
Cushing their President. They unemimously 
adopted the Jeff Davis platform re‘jected at 
Charleston, and then unanimously n ominated 
John C. Breckinridge for President. Caleb 
Cushing was then made Chairman of n Commit- 
tee of Five to prepare an address to the people 
vindicating the principles of the party,, and jus- 
tifying their action in nominating Breckinridge. 
The resalt is known. From the beginning it 
was not expected nor was it intended to elect 
Breckinridge. It was the purpose to render the 
election of a Republican a certainty, and to use 
that election asa pretext for the secesrion of 
the Southern States. Hardly had the election 
taken place before South Carolina led off, fol- 
lowed by a number of other States. Before Mr. 
Lincoln was inaugurated, Jer Davis had 
been declared President of the Confederate 
States, and had taken his oath of office. The 
conspiracy bad been successful in working the 
Southern mind up to the point that the election 
of a Republican to the Presidency was to be re- 
sented by a dissolution of the Union. 
In the entire proceeding to defeat the Democ- 
racy of the North, and to bring about the seces- 
sion of the South and the establishment of the 
Confederate States, the ablest and most con- 
spicuous agents employed were Caleb Cushing 
and Ben Butler. To-day Ben Butler is at work 
like a beaver to indnce his fellow- Republicans 
and old Democratic associates to corfirm Caleb 
Cushing as Chief-Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, to which place he has been 
nominated by a Republican President.

The affilia- 
tion was resolved upon, and is doubtless now 
complete. Never before has industrial England 
been divided into two such distinct camps; 
never has that “horizontal cleavage, which 
one of the reviews deplores, been so apparently 
near at hand. The situation is not a pleasant 
picture, look at it which way we will. Each 
party to the quarrel is stronger; so the quarrel, 
when it comes, will be more bitter, more pro- 
longed. 

The second reply of the workingmen depends 
upon the failure of the first. Hitherto, the 
different unions have been able to about hold 
their own against individual employers, and 
even against combinations of a few employers. 
Will their federation avail against the league of 
all employers? It is impossible that it should 
do so. The National Federation of Associated 
Employers of Labor can afford to support its 
members in a fight against their workmen for 
years. It can afford to raise 6 fund, the inter- 
eat of which would, on an average, pay the 
losses incurred in such contests. Every strike 
is a struggle between the wealth of the two 
panties ; no strike can drain the purse of this 
unico; and so no strike, if contested, can here- 
after succeed,—mno strike, that is, that does not 
draw aid from abroad.
